RETENTION  OF  REPRINTS 

The  following  information,  which  originally  apeared  in  the  October  1985 
issue  of  Ad  Notes  (Vol.  6,  No.  14,  pp.  6-7),  is  being  provided  in  order 
to  restate  GPO's  policy  on  retention  of  reprints: 

[The  March  1935  Council]  Recommendation  7     [that  articles  reprinted  from 
previously  distributed  depository  publications  be  considered  separate 
documents  and  handled  as  superseded  documents]  offers  a  good,  practical 
approach  in  terms  of  handling  reprints  as  superseded  documents. 
Following  this  approach,  GPO  will  continue  to  classify  the  reprints,  list 
them  in  Monthly  Catalog ,  and  distribute  them  under  existing  item 
numbers.     However,  depository  librarians  will  now  have  the  flexibility  to 
handle  reprints  in  the  way  that  is  best  suited  to  local  library 
operations  and  user  needs.     For  example,  reprints  may  be  routed  for 
"current  awareness"  purposes,  entered  into  a  vertical  file,  or  simply 
treated  as  superseded  documents.     Depositories  are  not  obliged  to 
maintain  a  shelflist,  catalog,  or  to  otherwise    keep  records  on 
superseded  documents.

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READERS  EXCHANGE 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC  INSTRUCTION  REVISITED 

An  effort  to  breathe  some  life,   flexibility,   and  spirit  into 
our  basic  bibliographic  instruction  programs  for  liberal  arts 
undergraduates,   who  need  to  or  should  use  government  publications, 
has  resulted  in  a  synchronized  slide/tape  program  for  Andrews 
Library.     Using  student  employees  of  the  Government  Publications 
Department  as  our  on-camera  guides,   this  18-minute  program  leads 
the  viewer  on  a  personalized  tour  of  the  five  basic  tools  used  to 
access  our  collection.     That  we  have  produced  yet  another  slide/- 
tape  is  not  in  itself  unusualj.     What  is  unusual   is  the  method  of 
its  production. 

( 

The  goals  of  bibliographic  instruction  are  often  thwarted  by 
poor  media  materials.     The  assumption  that  such  goals  can  be 
realized  through  close-up  photographs  of  reference  books  matched 
with  didactic  narration  is  fallacious.     While  this  sort  of  format 
might  be  an  effective  way  of  packaging  an  oft-repeated  live  pre- 
sentation,  it  doesn't  guarantee  that  the  information  being  pre- 
sented will  be  retained  by  the  viewer.     Educational  philosopher 
John  Dewey  postulated  that,   in  order  to  learn,   the  student  must  be 
made  to  see  the  relationship  between  the  material  and  his/her  self 
interest.      In  the  Kent  State  University  dissertation,  Educational 
Television  Production :     A  Deweyan  Perspective ,   James  V.  Paluzzi 
suggests  a  method  of  adapting  Dewey's  ideas  to  the  production  of 
educational  media  presentations.     Although  his  paper  focused  on 
television  production,  we  found  his  method  to  be  relevant  to  the 
creation  of  slide/tape  programs. 

The  first  step  was  to  videotape  our  students  as  they  conduc- 
ted sample  information  searches  on  several  hot  topics.     Camera  and 
microphone  cords  trailed  between  index  tables  and  stacks  as  we 
captured  the  details  of  the  seek  and  find  process  in  a  completely 
naturalistic  way,    including  the  mutterings,   nervous  gestures, 
laughs  and  candid  comments  of  our  willing  amateur  stars.  No 
advance  coaching  or  scripting  took  place;   these  sessions  were  to 
simulate  real  situations  as  closely  as  possible.     Ninety  minutes 
of  raw  footage  were  condensed  to  25  and  reviewed  for  content  and 
accuracy.     Then,   one  by  one,   our  students  were  shown  the  video 
tape  and  asked  to  describe  the  actions  taking  place  on  the  tele- 
vision screen.     Their  off-the-cuff  commentary  was  audio-recorded 
and  became  the  raw  matarial  for  our  eventual  soundtrack.  The 
audio  tapes  were  edited,   br ightened-up  with  some  background  music 
and  checked  again  for  clarity  and  omissions. 

Our  final  task  was  to  shoot  the  slides  that  would  eventually 
be  synchronized  with  the  polished  soundtrack.     Following  the 
stylistic  lead  of  the  commentary,   the  pictures  were  shot  as  a 
series  of  informal  views  of  the  students,   faculty  members  and 
staff  on  their  searches,  mixed  in  with  more  traditional  close-ups 
of  specific  tools  and  citations.      The  audio  and  visual  elements  of 
the  presentation  were  then  combined  using  commonly  available 
synchronization  equipment. 
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I 

The  resulting  slide/tape  program   is  a  spontaneous,   natural  and 
unrehearsed  explanation  of  the  bibliographic  search  process  for 

government  publications  one  which  we  believe  can  be  easily 

incorporated  into  our  basic  introductory  sessions  or  into  general 
library  orientation  sessions.     Our  goal   is  to  continue  to  make  the 
Government  Publications  Department  more   inviting  and  its  yet 
uncataloged  SuDocs-ordered  collection  less  mysterious  and  over- 
whelming.    Because  of  the  program's  short  length,   the  remainder  of 
a  fifty-minute  class  period  can  be  used  to  field  questions  or 
cover  course-related  bibliography  and  other  indexing  tools. 

Why  did  we  use  video  tape  for  our  original  photography,  only 
to  shift  to  slides  for  the  finished  product?     Quite  simply,    it  was 
a  matter  of  necessity  and  convenience.     Our  presentations  are 
often  made  in  remote  classrooms  on  campus  where  it  is  easier  to 
set-up  a  slide  projector.     As  video  projection  devices  improve  in 
quality  and  lower  in  price,   we  look  forward  to  making  more  use  of 
video  tape  in  the  classroom.     But,   whatever  the  medium,  we  plan  to 
keep  our  "canned"  presentations  as  fresh  as  possible.

The  Depository  Library  Council  consists  of  15  members  of  the  library 
community  who  serve  for  a  term  of  3  years.    The  Council  members,  all 
appointed  by  the  Public  Printer,  advise  the  chief  executive  of  the  U.S. 
Government  Printing  Office  on  matters  relating  to  classification, 
distribution,  cataloging,  indexing,  storage,  availability,  and  utilization 
of  depository  material  and  general  administration  of  the  Depository 
Library  Program. 

The  Depository  Library  Program,  which  has  over  1,390  designated 
libraries  throughout  the  country,  makes  publications  from  the  Federal 
Government  available  for  the  free  use  of  the  general  public.

It  has  been  my  experience  that  our  members 
demonstrate  a  level  of  professionalism  which  is  a  tribute  to  their  field 
as  a  whole.    I  am  certain  that  these  new  appointees  will  fall  into  that 
same  category  of  ability  and  that  they  will  help  in  our  ongoing  effort  to 
make  the  American  public  aware  of  the  information  available  to  it  from  our 
Federal  Government." 

PUBLICATIONS  REFERENCE  FILE 

Two  small  change^  have  occurred  on  the  GPO  Sales  Publications  Reference 
File  (PRF)  within  the  last  month.     The  first  of  these  involves  a  change 
of  tag.    The  Superintendent  of  Documents  Classification  Number,  which 
used  to  appear  in  a  field  marked  "CATALOG  NO"  will  now  appear  in  the  more 
appropriately  titled  "CLASS  NO"  field. 

The  second  change  involves  the  addition  of  a  "publication  date"  to  PRF 
records.    The  "publication  date"  (or  "PUB  DATE"  as  it  will  actually 
appear  on  the  output  products),  marks  the  first  day  on  which  a  GPO  sales 
item  became  available  for  retail  purchase.    It  will  be  added  to  records 
only  the  first  time  they  come  into  stock  and  will  not  change.     GPO  sales 
items  which  first  become  available  for  public  purchase  on  or  after  August 
19,  1986  will  have  a  "publication  date;"  most  older  sales  items  will  not. 

Look  for  both  "CLASS  NO"  and  "PUB  DATE"  to  appear  on  the  PRF  microfiche. 
Only  "PUB  DATE"  will  be  new  on  the  PRF  File  166  records  of  DIALOG.  There 
will  be  no  change  to  the  unlabelled  Superintendent  of  Documents 
Classification  Number  field  on  DIALOG.
